A VARY PRACTICAL QUESTION,

The treatment of the Chinese in the
Philippines is a very practical question
that must be sooner or later determined
by this government and It s quite lkely
to be found somewhat perplexing,. The
number of Chinese in the archipelago s
large. They do most of the small tead-
ing and there, as elsewhere, are Inilus-
trious and thrifty. The correspondent
of the Noew York Evenlng Post at Ma-
nlla, an fontelllgent and earefal observer,
snyvs that the position of the Chinuman
in the Industeial and agelcultural e of
the Philippines Is probably one of su-
preme fmportance.  He thinks the in-
dusgtrinl future there depends absolutely
upon Chilvese labor, without which the
future of the islands is hopeless. The
Fillpino fs more or less indolent and
cannot be relled upon as o laborer, The
Chinaman, on the other hand, works
putiently and persistently and s not
particular about the number of hours
Lo I8 reguired to work,

The sugar planter, says the
gpondent, in order to sucdeed, the hemp
piulser, the tobneco planter, the indigo
or coffee palser, if these Industries prove
must have regulay and rve-
llable labor. Yor that Filipino labor is
ptterly hopeless. The Chinawman can be
depended upod and the number s sufti
clent for all the furms, plantations and
estates, for all the mills and factories
thnt will ever be started fo the Phil-
jppiues.

pendent upon the people of other eoun-
trles for the bulk of mnufaetursd
gods and it refers to Brazil as  sup
plying un Hlustration of how Hitle the
'nitesd States contributes to that
mani.

Brazil, says that paper, Is a country
of nearly the spme arven as the Unired
States and with a4 population greater
than that of New York, Penusylvanin
and Massachusetts combined, 1t Is a
country which fmports goods annually
to the value of  S105,000000 and  the
Unltedd States are given but 15,000,000
of the amount, both Great Britain and
France sending to Braz!l more goods
than we do, while Germany Is very
close to us. Yet this conntry is nearver
in polnt of distance than any one of
those nations,  The Hecord thinks the
trouble is that the American manufac-
turer has been blind to all that has been
golng on In the commercial world  that

with pulmonary discases,  Attentlon s
called to the unfalr competition which
healthy Denver people with tamilies to
support must undergo agalnst men and
women who either have other weans to
contribute to their expenses or are re-
duced to the last stealts at which they
must work for anything offered,

A salubrious colimate from this point
of view becomes rather a detriment than
an advantage, hampers the progress of
the community nwid Inereases the bur-
den of the taxpayers and public spie-
Itedd citizens required to provide for the
Indigent sick. The problem
particolarly perplexing, because if Col-
orado should undertake to shat ont this
class of Immdgrants It wouald doubtless
ralse a general outery against the in-
humanity of such o policy, At the same
time there I lttle to expeet from the
people of other sections in the way of
assistance in taking cnre of the helpless
wirds thus thrust upon the publie instl-
tutions of Colorado,

In other communities the abuse is
carriedd only to a lmited extent, al-
